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H Contributed by Stanley Ogozalek 
il can remember when Ed Borchers joined the 
American Tippler Union back in the early 1970’s. He 
was just starting with Tipplers then. To the best of my 
knowledge, he got his start from another local NJ. 
fancier, Tony Schepige of Bloomfield who flew Reds 
and Yellows. Ed took a liking to Tony’s stock and flew 
them in club contests. Of course, the times flown were 
modest He did enjoy just being a pan of the competi¬ 
tion. 

One thing that he enjoyed doing most was being 
the so called “Chief Cook” at the ATU Lawn Shows. I 
believe that he looked forward each year to being there 
and handing out the hot dogs, sweet com and you-name- 
it At one of these shows, a yellow tippler of his escaped 
from the show cage and Ed said “Oh, what the heck!”

A computer program for automating your 
tippler record keeping has been developed for 
Apple Macintosh by Felix Khan. This program is 
available to all F.T.A. members for a donation of 
$10.00 to F.T.A. The funds generated from this 
program will be used for an F.T.A. Year Book, 
which we intend to produce some time in Novem¬ 
ber, 1989. In fact this might be a good time to get 
published. So as we proceed into 1989 please be 
thinking of this golden opportunity. 

NOW, as to the program, it is designed to 
automate the laborious and tedious task of record 
keeping. This program not only fills in the pedi¬ 
grees but also provides a way to find the records of 
a particular bird in a blink of an eye. 

This bulletin includes print-outs generated 
utilizing this program. This program is designed 
for people who have computer phobia. You don't 
have to be a computer wizard to fully benefit from 
this program. If you can drive a car or fly tipplers 
then you can use this program. The picture of the 
computer that you see has a small box attached to 
it which is called a "Mouse". All you have to do is 
to point the cursor onto the object using this mouse 
on the computer screen arid depress the button and 
rest is all done by the computer. In fact you could 
even put pictures of the birds if you want. The title 
pictures used for this bulletin are taken from the 
pigeon standards book and then modified to fit into 
small area. Anyone who has never heard a com¬ 
puter read information and speak like a human is 
in for a treat This program welcomes you to tippler 
record management. If you want it to find records 
of a particular bird it tells you the bird's band 
number and looks for it. 

Any one interested in having their records 
printed or stored on this program may do one of two

Which cost $2.00 each. » 
records of two birds can be printed on one sheet of 
paper. The laser prints cost $1.00 each any where 
in the country. 

I have written this program with the intion 
to expand it into the areas of genetics and feed 
analysis. Once theses features are added this pro¬ 
gram will provide a quick way of analysing seme 
analytic problems related to feeds and genetics.

After three days of food deprivation, Tip¬ 
plers lose 5% of their body weight and it takes five 
days to regain their original weight. The food 
intake is 133% on the first day after starvation. 

After eight days of food deprivation, Tip¬ 
plers lose 15% of their body weight and it takes ten 
days to regain their original weight. The food 
intake is 165% on the first day after starvation. 

After nineteen days of food deprivation. 
Tipplers lose 25% of their body weight and it takes 
fifteen days to regain their original weight. The 
food intake is 222% on the first day after starva¬ 
tion. 

On a long day fly a Tippler of 12 ounces 
would lose 4 ounces of his/her body weight, which 
is 33% of his total starting weight 

How many days it would take to regain 
their original weight? 

What should their food intake be at that 
point (calories/day)? 





ap! Now, these findings must indicate the tre- 
mendous stresses that the tippler’s body goes 
I through to lose 33% of their body weight in a day. 
These findings also indicates that the nutritional 
demand of a tippler in compedtion is very high. 


HI Blood is the vehicle of transport of nutri¬ 
ents, oxigen, carbondioxid, metabolic wastes and 
hormones in the circulatory system. By definition, 
blood is a tissue. That is, it is composed of several 
types of cells in more or less resident status. More 
precisely, it is a connective tissue, with plasma as 
its matrix(ground substance). Gentle centrifuga¬ 
tion of bloodcasily derides it into three parts: 
plasma on top, a thin, clear band of White blood 
cells and platelets in the middle, and the heavy red 
blood cells on the bottom. 

The total blood volume is 9.2% of body 
weight in pigeons being on the high side for a bird. 
Thus is important factor in endurance fly and is 
extreemly essentia!. The plasma osmolarity in 
pigeons(306mOsm/L; fourie and Hattingh) is 
similar to mammals. Most important and dramatic 
difference in pigeon blood is the total average 
volume(haematocrite) of red blood cells, which is 
48.7%, where as in other birds it is only about 
39.5%. Males or cock birds tend to have higher 
levels of red blood cells than females or hens 
because of high estrogen levels in hens. Mature red 
blood cells have life span of 35 to 45 days. This 
indicates why tippler can get out of shape in a 
relatively short time if proper nutrients are not 
available to them. 

Following is a break down of pigeon blood 
plasma, The Sodium is 147(mEq/L; mvol/L) and 
acclimatiz&tional chages donot effect it. The po¬ 
tassium level is 1.99 to 2.39 and it increases due to 
the acclimatization. The protien is 2.69 to 3.46 (g/ 
dl). Albumin 1.45(g/dl), while Globulin is 1.24(g/ 
dl). Tipplers have arather higher blood cholesterol 
level 188.5 (mg/dl) which indicates that they can 
digest the grain rather well and are able to maintain 
rather high level of blood cholesterol. A high fiber 
<fiet would mean a reduction in blood cholesterol. 
Tippler should receive higher % of fat in his diet 
for competetion flys. 



As an exocrine gland, the liver delivers 
bile to the intestine. The alkaline bile helps to neu¬ 
tralize the chyme and emulsifies fats. 

Two bile ducts of equal length empty into 
the two parts of the duodenal loop. Unlike many 
other avain species, the pigeon does not have a gall 
blader, which acts in most animals as a bile storage 
and concentrating organ. While pigeons secrete 
significantly more bile than chickens (36 vs 14.2cc/ 
kg body weight over a 24 hours period), pigeon bile 
is less concentrated. The bile s ilts are actually ster¬ 
oids, and are important in dissolving ingested fats. 
The bile pigments (red and green) represent prod¬ 
ucts of hemoglobin destruction, since the liver 
along with the spleen is the red blood cell grave¬ 
yard. These breakdown products of hemoglobin 
become part of the digestive wastes. The pigeon 
dropings indicate the color of pigeon's bile. 


Following is a nutrient analysis o f barley produced 
using Nutra-Calc nutrient analysis program that 
performs 32 nutrient analysis of various food grains. 

This data shows amount of nutrients pres¬ 
ent in one ounce of barley. The pie graph shows 
three main sources of energy and their percentage 
values.

A close study of the above analysis points 
to some very important facts which one should 


have in mind when dealing with tippler nutrition. 


First, the total calories/day(1300Cais 
required for just existing and one ounce of barley 
provides only 7% of that requirement. Secondly, 
notice that potassium, an intracellular mineral is 
needed in the amount of 1100 mg/day while barley 
provides only 40 mg per ounce or only 4% of the 
daily requirement. The tippler can be depleted of 
potassium in 3-6 days on a barley diet. Potassium 
is necessary for carbohydrate and protien 
metabolism. Hot weather or regular flys may 
increase the water intake which causes a greater los 
of potassium. Caged birds require more potassium 
than birds getting regular exercise. Data released 
from the United States space flight shows that man 
in space has a heavy loss of potassium and a 
lowering of specific gravity. The loss of potasium 
is due to confinement, and for this reason, caged 
tipplers may have a potassium imbalance. Feeds 
deficient in potassium cause rapid reduction in 
feed consumption and growth rate. 

Barley is high in carbohydrates and low in 
other essential minerals.

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THE MAKING AND 
FERTILIZATION OF THE EGG 

The egg making process is complicated and good food, calcium, 
and clean conditions are necessory for good eggs. Each egg 
starts as a microscopic egg cell in the hen's ovary. The ovary is 
packed with egg cells at all different stages of development. Each 
spends a week filling with nutrients - food for a chick, should one 
grow. The egg cell will swell to about an inch in diameter, becom¬ 
ing the part of the egg we call the yolk. 

About 30 minutes after the hen has laid her last egg, the ovary 
releases the ripest egg cell, which is picked up by the funnel- 
shaped Infundibulum, and begins its day-long journey through the 
hen's tube-shaped reproductive system. 

If the hen has mated with a rooster, the egg will be fertilized in 
the next 15 minutes, before it moves farther down the tube. Fer¬ 
tilized or not, the egg then spends three hours being coated with 
thick, gelatin-like albumin, or egg white 
Next, the egg enters the isthmus, which adds a couple of tough 
membranes to the outside But the egg is still not Its final size After 
an hour in the isthmus, the egg spends 20 hours in the uterus, 
getting its shell. Here also the egg is "plumped up" - filled out to 
full size with o runny liqud that thins out the albumin. 

During the plumping process, little patches of calcium carbonate 
begin to appear on the membranes, growing until they form a 
shell. When the shall is finished, the egg is laid. Fertilization can 
take place within two to three days after the male is placed with 
the hen and fertility will last as long as two weeks after the male 
is removed. 
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ARTIFICIAL INCUBATION 

BY EVERETT A BIRD 

The most important factor in the artificial incubation of any kind of 
eggs is to have good epos to begin with. To get such eggs one must 
give adequate feed to ihe hens - feed with all the food elements 
which are essential for normal embryonic development in the egg. 
To get this the hens must be fed a good breeder ration which should 
consist of Ingredients that produce good body weight and egg pro¬ 
duction The breeder must have the necessary vitamins and minerals 
for normal healthy embryonic development in the egg. such as 
vitamin D Milk products, liver meal or alfalfa meal furnish the riboflavin. 
A variety of grains in the mash maintain the body weight of the birds. 
Of course fresh water should always be available to the birds Ex¬ 
perts In the field say that we cannot get out of the egg anything 
that is not put into it. 

It has been recognized also that uniformity in the egg shells is a factor 
in successful hatches Such can be obtained by feeding the birds 
a variety of grit. I have been experimenting to find what elements 
are present in the shell of a fertile egg that hatches, that makes it 
hatch, whereas another fertile egg incubated with it does not hatch. 
The power to absorb or repel moisture seems to an influencing fac¬ 
tor in hatching, but I have not yet determined what degree of this 
quality is desirable Some eggs will evaporate only 5 percent of the 
moisture by weight, whereas others evaporate as much as 20 per¬ 
cent. It has been observed, on the other hand, that eggs of wild 
pheasants brought in out of the field evaporate and hatch uniformly 
when incubated and hatched artificially. It would seem that the wild 
birds are able to procure some elements !n their diet that our con¬ 
fined birds are unable to obtain. I have run chemical analyses of 
various egg shells - those of fertile eggs which have hatched and 
of fertile eggs in the same incubation which have not hatched to 
determine if It Is a difference In the make up of the shell that Is respon¬ 
sible for the hatchability of the one over the other. I have found some 
differences in the mineral content of the shells tested, but at the end 
of last year's hatching season had found no results definite enough 
to report. I expect to assay more samples when I can this coming 
season with the hope of finding some definite solution to this pro¬ 
blem. Regardless, It would seem desireable to have the shells as 
uniform as possible for more successful hatching. 

The eggs selected for hatching should be uniform in size and shape 
also Eggs that are too large or too small are usually infertile Eggs 
distorted from the normal shape or form are likewise inferior. All the 
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eggs should be clean before being set in the incubator. If they are 
from pheasants or other upland game birds, or chickens, they can 
be cleaned with fine sandpaper. Duck and goose eggs may be 
washed. It is very important that the eggs be handled carefully. They 
should be stored in a convenient place where the air is fresh but 
not drafty. The temperature should be about 55 degrees, the humidity 
at 60 to 70 percent. It is recommended that eggs be kept not longer 
than 6 to 7 days. In as much as hatchability drops considerably in 
eggs kept longer than this. However, when it seems expedient to 
collect eggs for a longer period from a few hens to get a larger set¬ 
ting, or for other purposes of convenience, they may be kept for 
as long as two weeks under proper conditions and still produce good 
hatches, providing, of course, that the fertility was good in the first 
place Also the eggs should be placed in a container with small end 
down (keeping the air cell in the big end up) and should be turned 
once a day until set. Proper turning is accomplished by placing the 
container at a 45 degree angle, and then reversing its position once 
a day; by no means should one turn the box upside down, allowing 
the large end to be underneath. 

Before the eggs are set in the incubator, the machine should be 
tested for two or three days. It should be cleaned and disinfected 
before setting. A good disinfectant is 2 grams of potassium per¬ 
manganate used with about 7cc of formaldahyde for each 
400-egg capacity of the incubator. The solution should be left in 
the incubator for about forty-five minutes. When the machine will 
hold the proper humidity and temperature for about 24 hours, it is 
ready for setting. 

In forced-draft type incubators the temperature should be kept at 
99.5 degrees F. The relative humidity should be about 60 percent 
or about 84 to 86 wet bulb reading. At the hatching time the 
temperature should be lowered by one half to one degree and the 
humidity Increased to 65 percent relative humidity or 86 to 88 wet 
bulb reading. 

Eggs should be turned at least three times daily. Some hatcheries 
turn their eggs every two hours. This turning should take place until 
2 or 3 days before hatching time, then left unturned until hatching 
is completed. It is not necessary to remove chicks from incubator 
until hatching is completed, which should be about 20 to 24 hours 
after hatching begins. 

In natural draft Incubators the conditions gre much closer to those 
found with the hen. Theoretically it is possible to get better chicks 
with this type incubator than with the forced-draft type However, 
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owing to some difficulties in the control of temperature and ventila- 
tioa the results have not been good in the hands of some operators 
The lace of standardization of air circulation in some makes of in¬ 
cubators and inefficiency in the distribution of heat to all eggs have 
forced many hatcherymen to abandon the use of this type of in¬ 
cubator for the more modern forced draft type 

The temperature in the natural draft incubator should average 99.5 
degrees F. at the center of the egg. If the temperature is taken at 
the top of the egg. It should be 102 degrees All other conditions 
for incubation are the same as In the forced draft machine except 
for the necessity for Introducing more air during the hatching period. 
At this time the ventilators of the natural draft incubator should be 
opened as much as possible without lowering the temperature The 
critical periods In the development of the chicken eggs are in the 
third and nineteenth days 

All incubators should be operated in a well ventilated room with the 
temperature averaging about 65 degrees F 

The first week for the newly-hatched chick is the most critical time 
Chicks that eat well, have good clean feed in a sanitary brooder 
house, have a greater chance of living to maturity than chicks that 
have not the benefit of these ideal conditions Another factor that 
insures healthy birds is the use of Fbxaid, Vitapol. or some other 
reliable antibiotic, which will help prevent disease and will provide 
necessary vitamins 

It is a good policy to watch the chicks closely the first day or two 
to see that all are eating. The chick mash should be placed on flat 
boards or cardboards for the first four or five days Flats from egg 
cases are fine for this purpose Regular chick feeders should be in¬ 
troduced gradually after this time Fresh water should be available 
at all times. Be sure the water offered is shallow and in containers 
small enough that the chicks will have no danger of drowning. 

The temperature of the brooders should be 90 degrees F. at floor 
level for the first week. This temperature should then be cut about 
5 degrees weekly until the chicks are without heat. By this time they 
will be well feathered. 

If this procedure is followed one should produce and raise a 
reasonable percentage of good healthy birds.

Weather Facts 
or Fancy? 


A re you up-to-date on blue 
moons, mackerel skies, and 
morning rainbows? How about, 
"Wind turns west, bad storms soon 
rest.” Those bits of weather lore turn 
out to be a pretty good indicator for 
Mid-Atlantic weather. 

A lot of other weather sayings, partic¬ 
ularly those making short range fore¬ 
casts by observing winds and the sky, 
make meterological sense. 

While they don’t work in every in¬ 
stance, these bits of weather trivia serve 
as rough rules of thumb. Can you 
separate the weather wisdom from wish¬ 
ful thinking? 

“Halo around the moon 
means rain or snow soon." 

It’s true. The moon seems to have a 
halo when you’re looking at it through 
a thin veil of high clouds loaded with ice 
crystals. They usually form on the lead¬ 
ing edge of a warm front. Within 12 to 
24 hours, more of the warm air will ar¬ 
rive, cool and drop its excess on earth. 

“A cow with its tail to the west, 
makes weather the best." 

Most animals walk with their tails 
toward the wind. So this is true. With 
the wind to their backs, the animals are 
able to pick up the scent of an ap¬ 
proaching enemy from behind. 

“Red moon...harvest soon." 

Sorry, the reddish colored moon ap¬ 
pears at any time of the year. The ‘Har¬ 
vest Moeo’ is seen frequently during the 
fall due to sunlight dispersing blue par¬ 
ticles in the air. Light reflected from the 
moon catches the remaining slow red 
particles giving the moon a red look. 

“Calm before a storm.” 

Not usually so. This refers to an old 
sailors tale referring to storms at sea. 
Over land, mos t storms are preceeded by 
a ‘qust front’ that’s one to five miles 
ahead of the storm. 

"When the wind is in the west, 
the aap runs the best.” 

That’s true. Sap runs best when days 
are warm and nights are freezing. In 
most of the U.S., northwest winds ac¬ 


company fair weather and clear skies. 
Without clouds, night tempeiatures can 
drop very low, to be raised by the sun in 
the morning. 

“When temperatures rise 

between 9 p.m. and midnight, 

there’ll be rain or snow soon.” 

Quite true. Temperatures usually fall 
at night. When the temperature rises in¬ 
stead, a mass of warm air is arriving. 
The leading edge of warm air, called a 
front, cools and is unable to hold water 
vapor. This water vapor will soon fall as 
rain or snow. 

“Mackerel sky, 

neither long wet nor long dry.” 

True. Mackerel skies are skies covered 
with little puffs of cloud that look like 
fish scales. These form when a turbulent 
warm air mass moves in. The front is 
blocky and jagged, therefore the rain or 
snow it brings, passes quickly. 

"Clear moon, frost soon.” 

Usually true. When we see a sharp 
moon, it means the atmosphere is free 
of clouds and dust. The air will cool 
much quicker. Without wind frost will 
probably form. 

“Hot summer means cold winter." 

That's false. Because our weather is 
determined primarily by upper-air stra- 
tas, the temperatures and weather con¬ 
ditions of summer don’t affect the 
weather of the coming winter. 

“East winds bring 
the worst storms.” 

True. East winds often do come be¬ 
fore bad storms. Rough weather occurs 
in areas of low air pressure, which suck 
in air masses swirling counterclockwise, 
and then fling the air mass upwards. As 
the air rises, it cools—hence rain or 
snow. East winds suggest a weather sys¬ 
tem with all its turbulence and precipi¬ 
tation will pass overhead.

SMALL FLOCKS 

It is difficult for the average breeder i 
to be successful with a very small flock. 
Old, experienced breeders may be able to 
mai ntain a strain without an out-cross, 
but novices and the average run of 
breeders can watch their birds' quality 
deteriorate year by year. Ibis is unexpect¬ 
ed as the old saw about breeding the best 
to the best may lead nowhere with the 
unschooled. Some old breeders claim they 
have maintained a small flock without any 
outside blood for many years. They 
evidently have more expertise than this 
writer. 

Line breeding is probably the most 
common method used to perpetuate a 
strain. The basic of this system is to breed 
sire to daughter and son to dam the first 
year, actually creating two lines if you want 
to carry it that far. Ibe second and 
subsequent years' breeding follows a chart 
of the various matings one should use. 
Some of these charts are pretty involved. 

When one considered the great number 
of genes that may become evident in 
breeding chickens, or any other animal, it’s 
like reaching into a gunny sack of corn 
t.'ying to find a red kemal. When two birds 
are mated together the combination of 
their genes cannot be totally predicted. 
Only the result of the mating may be 
known when the progeny is mature. 

Tlie showroom is not the place, 
generally, to find "new blood". One needs 
to get acquainted with the flock chosen to 
supply the out-cross. It helps to be

We’ve seen breeders give up after a few 
years with a breed or strain because they 
"run out". We've had breeders c omp la in 
that the bird they got from us didn’t prove 
of much value. Compered to what? 

The writer doesn't claim to know it all, 
nor that his birds are the best there is. We 
have faulty birds in every years’ hatch and 
only by culling can we keep those 
particular faults to a minimum in future 
generations. The perfect bird has not been 
bred yet, and it is doubtful that it ever will 
We won’t give up on trying for better 
birds, in growth, feathering, color, type, 
egg production and vigor. We won't live 
long enough to see a bird that has all these 
characteristics, but maybe wc can be of 
some small assistance in the game. 

Fifty to one-hundred hens in a flock will 
have enough gene material that it would 
take many years to deplete them to the 
point that it was inbred enough to be 
detrimental. This is why farm flocks in the 
long ago maintained many good character¬ 
istics over long periods of time. It was 
then, not unusual for the whole neighbor¬ 
hood to have the same breed of chickens 
(the popular Rhode Island Reds, Buff 
Orpingtons, Brown and White Leghorns, 
etc). With a large population of breeding 
stock in those days it seemed easier to find 
good breeding stock. Hie results were not 
as complicated as now, either.

GETTING READY FOR WINTER 

Although the temperature thia week are 
more like those of eariy fall, will your 
poultry ho**, and equipment be reedy far 
the freezing temperatures that will event¬ 
ual! ally occur? 

Poultry can stand low temperatures as 
king as they are well fed, kept dry and 
protected from extreme temperatures. 
However, exposure to prolonged low 
temperatures (below 45 F) reduces egg 
production and increases feed consump¬ 
tion. A White Leghorn hen will consume 
approximately .22 lb. feed per day at ?0 F 
and .29 lb. at 40 F. Thus under most 
conditions it is cheaper to keep the flock 
warm by conserving its heat than it is to 
feed the flock extra feed to keep it warm. 

Here are some suggestions that can keep 
a flock healthy and productive during cold 
weather. Keep the house warm. Winteriz¬ 
ing a small poultry house presents a 
challenge. If the house is well insulated 
and kept tightly dosed to conserve heat, 
the air becomes stale and moisture laden. 
Thia results in wet litter, dirty eggs, a 
greater potential for frozen combs and a 
greater opportunity for respiratory infec¬ 
tion. In contrast, if the house is poorly 
insulated and over ventilated, the heat is 
lost and the house is cold. This results in 
wet litter, lower production and increased 
feed consumption. 

The solution is to reduce heat loss by 
insulating the house in an inexpensive 
manner and plugging holes and cracks. 
This will conserve the heat produced by the 
birds, raise ,he house temperature and 
allow for adequate ventilation even during 
cold tpells. Warm air and ventilation are 
essential for moisture removal. It takes 
about 1,000 Btu's to convert one pound of 
water from a liquid to a vapor. Thia 
explains why the litter is damp in a house 
where temperatures are below 40 F for 
long periods. The birds can't produce 
sufficient heat to keep the temperature in 
the house high enough to vaporize the 
moisture released by the birds, resulting in 
wet litter and damp air. 

Another by-product of the winter season 
that can impact performance is decreasing 
day length. Daylength is the environmental 
factor that stimulates egg production in 
birds. Chickens need a 14-hour day for 
maximum egg production and reporduc- 
tion. Unless artificial light is used in the 
coop, decreasing day lengths that occur this 
time of ytar depress egg production. An 
inexpensive electric cord and one or more 
light bulbs hooked to a household time 
clock can be used to supplement natural 
day lengths. Set the time dock to come on 
early enough and go off late enough to 
provide a minimum of 14 hours of natural 
and artificial light pr- day.

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Meeting of the Board of Directors 
Carbondale Public Library, Carbondale, pa 
N ovember 15,1988 


The meeting of the Board of Directors of the Carbondale Puhlic Library 
for November 1988 took place on the 15th, beginning at 7:30 P.M , in the Board 
room on the second floor of the Library. Present were: Ann vuldoon, Gloria 
Wilson, Walter Washeleski, James Burns, Hank Loftus, Jr., Kathryn Race, Kitty 
Kelly, Bill Kaufman, Joseph Pascoe, Bob Vandenberg and S. Rober* Powell. Bob 
Vandenberg began the meeting by introducing to the Board the new Lackawanna 
County Administrator, Sally Felix. He then turner the floor over to Tom 
Horlacher, the architect in charge of the proposed stair * «U/elevator tower 
addition to the Library building. 

Tom stated that the three governing objectives in his drawings for the 
proposed work are: (1) to plan for the necessary modifications to the existing 
structure to obtain a certificate of occupancy for the building, (2) to make the 
building accessible to the handicapped, and (3) to make the third floor of the 
Library building accessible. 

Tom then presented proposed plans for the work to be done: the 
stairwell/elevator tower to be located in the middle of the Church street side of 
the building, with the tower to be capped in a manner resembling the towers on 
the nearby buildings (St. Rose of Lima Church, Carbondale City Hall). Tom 
pointed out that the Library would have to obtain permission from the zoning 
commission to place the tower at the proposed distance from the existing 
sidewalk. The members of the Board carefully examined the proposed plans and 
expressed their approval of the design created by Tom Horlacher. The fact that 
the tower will be capped in a manner similar to that of the other buildings in 
the vicinity of the Library met with the enthusiastic approval of many members 
of the Board. It was, therefore, moved (Gloria Wilson) and seconded (Kathryn 
Race) that the architect's proposed plans be approved by the Board and that the 
architect produce cost figures for the proposed work. The motion carried. Tom 
Horlacher then indicated that the next steps to be taken are: (1) to see the 
county with a cost estimate figure (the next meeting of the County Library 
Board will be on December 5thj that Board will meet again in February 1989), (2) 
to secure the necessary variances for the construction. Tom Horlacher reported 
that his most optimistic estimate for a completion date for the entire project 
would be January 1990. 

Bob Vandenberg thanked Tom for his presentation and the building 
campaign section of the meeting was concluded at 8:15 P.M. 


REGULAR BUSINESS MEETING 

The regular montlily meeting of the Board of Directors of the Carbondale 
Public Library was called to order by Bob Vandenberg at 8:20 P.M. Present were 
the Board members present for the Tom Horlacher presentation (see above). 



S. Robert Powell read the minutes of the last meeting of the Board of 
Directors. It was moved (Bill Kaufmann) and seconded (Gloria Wilson) that the 
minutes be approved as read. The motion carried. 

Jame/f Burns then read the Treasurer's Report for October 1988. it was 
moved (Walter Washeleski) and seconded (Kathryn Race) that the report be 
approved as read. The motion carried. 

Bob Vandenberg reported that the hum in the simplex system will be 
repaired and that the total cost for this repair will be $372.85. He also reported 
that the ivy will be removed from the buiding after the leaves have fallen and 
that the air conditioner will be removed from the window. 

President Vandenberg then announced the committee apointments for 1989 
of the Carbondale Public Library. A copy of the 1989 committee list is hereto 
appended. Bob announced that the Budget Committee met on November 2, at 3:00 
P.M. and drew up a preliminary budget for 1989. He reported that we will have 
to have the budget proposal in to Sally Felix by the end of November. It was 
moved by James Bums, Chairman of the Budget Committee, with a second by 
Gloria Wilson, that the proposed budget for 1989, as drawn up by the Budget 
Committee, be approved as presented. The motion carried. 

Bob Vandenberg reported on the Presidents' Meeting that he recently 
attended. The meeting was chaired by Paul Vitello, the President of the 
Mid-Valley Library. Present at the meeting, in addition to the Presidents, were 
Fred Rosetti (County Board) and Sally Felix. Seven points were discussed: (1) 
centralized technical services, (2) coordination of library systems, (3) employee 
sharing, (4) standard pay scales and job descriptions, (5) centralized payroll, (6) 
an organization of presidents or representatives from each library, and (7) library 
system unity. 

It was pointed out that the Albright Library is the only library in the 
system that is unionized and that employees there have a pension plan and a 
health benefits plan. 

Sally Felix then spoke to the Carbondale Board. She spoke on the topic: 
"What is the library's primary mission and role in the community?" and remarked 
in regard to the proposed third floor project in Carbondale as an example of 
faciliti e s planning and planning for service. She recommended that all librarys in 
the county system make more effective use of the limited resources available. 
She said that a priority for all libraries should be to increase the use of the 
libraries by children and indicated that 1989 is "the year of the young reader." 
She remarked that during National Library Week 1989 that Dr. Margaret Kimmell, 
a member of the faculty of the library school of the University of Pittsburgh, 
will speak at the Trustees' Dinner on making libraries more accessible to children. 

Kathryn Race then remarked that the Laubach method of teaching reading 
was a very successful method and stated that her work with SC OLA was a very 
gratifying experience. 

Ann Muldoon reported that to date about 120 financial responses to the 
Library's fund drive have been received. A more comprehensive report will be 
give at a later meeting of the Board. The Board agreed that thank you notes 
should be sent to all persons who contributed to the Library's fund drive. Kitty 



Kelly and Kathryn Race said that they would take charge of sending the thank 
you notes to donors. 

At 9:05 P.M. it was moved (Bill Kaufmann) and seconded (Joseph Pascoe) 
that the meeting be adjourned. The motion carried.

Dear Mr. Grumbine: 

I am a breeder of standard poultry and for years have exhibited my birds 
in a wide range of shows in Pennsylvania, New York, and New Jersey. For the 
past two years I have attended the Pennsylvania Farm Show, primarily to view 
the poultry on display, but also to examine the manner in which the show is 
managed to determine if I will exhibit my birds at the show. 

On the basis of these two visits to the poultry exhibit at the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Farm Show, it is my opinion that the poultry show at the Pennsylvania 
Farm Show is among the west run poultry shows there is. On Thursday, 

January 12, 1989, for example, over 90% of the birds had no water in the 
cup8 in their cages. All of the birds appeared to be very hungry. All of 
the cages (with the possible exception of the cages in which the winning 
birds were displayed) were filthy. The recently hatched chicks in the 
overcrowded pen on the floor had no feed at all in the two coop cups that 
were in the pen and the waterer was unusable because it was clogged up with 
wood shavings. What a disgrace! 

In addition, the stacked up exhibition cages and narrow aisles make it 
very difficult to view the birds on display. Perhaps the Pennsylvania Farm 
Show Committee should look into the possibility of using more of the space 
available in the Poultry Building? Platforms should be constructed so that 
the bottoms of the cages (double stacked at most) are at least three feet 
from the floor. The aisles should be as wide as possible. 

The purpose of this letter is not to point the finger of guilt at anyone 
in particular. Rather, it is to bring to your attention some matters which, 
in my opinion, should be attended to. If there is any way in which I can 
assist in any improvement projects that might be undertaken with regard to 
the poultry exhibit at the Pennsylvania Farm Show, I should be very pleased 
to do what I can. The Pennsylvania Farm Show is one of the great agricultural 
fairs/expositions in America. It can be even better.

Every successful breeder of 
exhibition, performace or utility pigeons 
should repeatedly ask himself these and 
other questions: 

1, WHAT ARE MY OBECTIVES IN 
RAISING PIGEONS? Some objectives 
might be: to raise a grand champion 
fantail, to raise a kit of flying tipplers 
that will break the world's record for 
flying time, to produce a strain of 
white kings that will produce the 
greatest number of the most market 
desireahle squabs per year, to have a 
pastime to enjoy during non-work hours, 
to earn a living from the sale of squabs 
for market, to produce a new color of 
exhibition pigeons, to undertake genetic 
experiments, to raise a racing homer 
that will break all known records for 
600 miles, to develop a new breed of 
pouters, and so on. 

The reasons for raising pigeons, 
although not infinite in number, are 
almost as numerous as the number of 
breeders who raise them. Whatever your 
reasons, you must continually define and 
clarif y your obejctives, particularly at 
the beginning of the breeding season, 
when you start over, as it were. You 
must ask yourself: Where do I want to 
go this year? Are my objectives for this 
year the same as they were for last 
year? How are they the same and how 
are they different? If your objectives 
for the present year are the same as 
those objectives that you set for 
yourself, for the preceding year—and 
you did not accomplish those 
objectives—you must determine why you 
did not and you must institute changes 
that will increase the chances of your 
arriving at those objectives in the 
course of the current breeding season. 

At the same time, you must ask 
yourself those questions at the end of 
the breeding season—or the show season 


or the flying season—when the season's 
results are fresh and clear in your mind. 

2. WHAT, GIVEN MY 
OBEJECTIVES, ARE THE LOFT 
REQUIREMENTS OF MY BIRDS? There 
are, of course, some givens, no matter 
what breed of pigeons you raise. Your 
birds must not be over-crowded, they 
must have a good supply of fresh air, 
the loft must not be damp, there must 
be no vermine in the loft, the birds 
must get adguate sunshine, and so on. 

m A addition, it must be 
remembered that different breeds of 
pigeons have, different spatial 
requirements. Jacobins and flying 
tipplers do not have the same spatial 
requirements. Jacobins, it would appear, 
do best when they are housed in 
individual breeding coops. Tipplers and 
rollers, for example, do best, it would 
appear, when they are housed, during 
flight training, in either individual or 
group kit boxes. Lofts for breeds that 
are released in flying competitions .nust 
be equipped with some kind of trap. 

What are the most effective kinds 
of perches for your birds? Rollers will 
do very nicely with box perches, but 
how about the breeds with heavily 
feathered legs and feet? Are box 
perches the best thing for trumpeters? 
Can muffed tumblers be raised for 
exhibition in lofts with box perches or 
should such birds have individual 
platform perches? White kings can not 
be expected to successfully raise young 
in nest boxes that are designed for 
oriental frills. 

The point is this: if the spatial 
characteristics of your loft, given the 
birds that you raise and your objectives 
in raising them, are not well thought 
out, you will not be successful in 
accomplishing your obejctives. 

3. WHAT BIRDS SHOULD I MATE 
TOGETHER IN ORDER TO 
ACCOMPLISH MY OBJECTIVES? The 
selection of the birds to mate with each 
other requires the greatest study on the 
part of the breeder. It is an area where 
one can be very scientific and where, 
at the same time, hunches can be 
played. Many many factors must be 
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considered, and they differ depending 
on the breed. 

With performing birds, one does 
not breed so much for color as for 
performance, with exhibition birds, type 
and color are paramount. Will you line 
breed? cross breed? use an out cross? 
Keep in mind that the successful 
breeder of pigeons does not allow the 
birds to select their own mates, nor 
does he allow the birds to decide when 
they will raise young, nor does he allow 
the birds to decioe how many rounds of 
young that they will raise. These are 
decisions that the breeder—not the 
birds—must make. 

4. WHAT DIET SHOULD I FEED 
MY BIRDS TO ACCOMPLISH MY 
OBJECTIVES? The breeder must 
intelligently study the dietary 
requirements of his birds in terms of his 
objectives for those birds. One can not 
allow the birds to eat only what they 
want to eat. Left to their own devices, 
they will not eat what is best for them 
if they are to do for you what you 
expect them to do. 

A flying tippler breeder, for 
example, would not allow his kit of 
flyers to eat all the corn they wanted 
two hours before release time on the 
day of a competition, even though the 
birds would very probably quite 
willingly eat a good quantity of feed at 
such a time. Similarly, a fantail breeder 
would not allow his exhibition birds to 
decide for themselves, from among a 
wide range of choices, what they will 
eat during the week preceding a major 
show or exhibition. 

5. WHAT MAINTENANCE AND 
TRAINING PROCEDURES MUST I 
FOLLOW TO ACCOMPLISH MY 
OBJECTIVES? Whatever your birds and 
your obihectives for those birds, they 
require specific maintenance and/or 
training procedures if you are to 
accomplish your objectives. The 
successful breeder of fantails, for 
example, would not allow his exhibition 
birds to bathe the day of a show. The 
successful breeder of flying tipplers 
would not, for example, allow his flying 
kit to exercise on the afternoon before 
a competition fly. 

Similarly, one can not expect an 
English pouter to be at its best on the 
day of an exhibition without some 
training, prior to the show, in an 


exhibition cage. Just as one can not 
reasonably expect a kit of flying 
tipplers to fly for 15 hours if they have 
not be carefully trained and 
conditioned for a period of time before 
a competition fly. Similarly, you can not 
expect a racing homer to fly 600 miles 
in record time if that bird has not been 
conditioned to fly such a distance. 

The breeder who intelligently 
answsers for himself those five 
questions—and perhaps others—is the 
breeder who has the greatest degree of 
control over his birds and is therefore 
most likely to accomplish his objectives 
in raising pigeons. The breeder of a 
show champion, like the breeder of a 
flying champion, like the breeder of a 
utility champion, is he who has the 
greatest degree of control over his 
birds, whether in the loft, in the air, in 
the show coop, in the production pen. 

Control is the name of the game. 
It is the breeder who must call the 
shots. If it is the birds who call the 
shots, you will get nowhere and you will 
never accomplish your objectives. 

To gain the best control possible, 
once you know your objectives, talk to 
the successful breeders of the breed 
that you raise. Don't rely on self-styled 
experts with no proven record of 
success. If you do, you are wasting your 
time. What you must do is contact the 
successful breeders and ask questions. 
Most master breeders will offer you 
suggestions about loft requirements, 
mating, diet, maintenance, training, and 
so on, that will point you in the right 
direction. Don't expect a breeder to tell 
you ALL of his trade secrets, however. 
And remember, when you get help, 
advice and direction, don't forget to 
express your thanks for that help. 

Remember, in the final analysis, 
it is the individual breeder who tips the 
scales and makes the difference. 
Following the rules can take you only 
so far. Beyond that, you are on your 
own. At that point, you enter the realm 
that makes the breeding of 
thoroughbred pigeons an endlessly 
interesting undertaking, and one which, 
for thousands of years, has attracted 
the attention of breeders in all lands.

The purpose of this letter is to propose that the French language be added 
to the curricula ms of the elementary and secondary schools of the Forest City 
Regional School District. 

During the first year of the program, French I could be offered to students 
at three different levels on the elementary level: 4th, 5th and 6th grades, 30 
minutes per day per leveL One section (full period) of French I could be offered 
to students in the 7th and 8th grades; one section (full period) of French I could 
be offered to students in the 9th, 10th, 11th and 12th grades. 

The addition of French to the curriculum could be effected on a 
provisional basis, possibly for two years. At the conclusion of the trial period, 
sufficient data would be available to determine whether or not the program 
should be continued and made a permanent feature of the curriculums of the 
schools in the district. 

I am presently on the FCRS substitute list^and^have had considerable 
experience in teaching French.

SOME BASIC QUESTIONS 
By 

S. Robert Powell 
Elkdale, PA 18470 

Every successful breeder of 
standard and/or bantam chickens or 
waterfowl, whether for exhibition or for 
utility/production purposes, should 
repeatedly ask himself these and other 
questions: 

L WHAT ARE MY OBJECTIVES 
IN RAISING THE BIRDS THAT I DO? 
Some objectives might be: to raise a 
standard Partridge Plymouth Rock that 
will be declared grand champion at a 
local county fair, to raise a Mottled 
Japanese bantam that will be declared 
Super Grand Champion at a national 
meet of the American Poultry 
Association, to produce a strain of 
standard Black Australorps that will 
break the world's record for egg 
production, to have a pastime to enjoy 
during non-work hours, to earn a living 
from the sale of eggs and/or chicks, to 
produce a new color of standard 
Minorcas, to undertake genet'o 
experiments, to develop a new breed of 
rose comb clean legged bantam, to 
develop a bantam Aylesbury duck, and 
so on. 

The reasons for raising poultry, 
although not infinite in number, are 
almost as numerous as the number of 
breeders who raise them. Whatever your 
reasons, you must continually define and 
clarify your objectives for doing so, 
particularly at the beginning of the 
breeding, show or production season, 
when you start over, as it were. 

You must ask yourself: Where do 
I want to go this year? Are my 
objectives for this year the same as 
they were for last year? How are they 
the same and how are they different? If 
your objectives for the present year are 
the same as those that you set for 
yourself for the preceding year—and 
you did not accomplish those 
objectives—you must determine why you 


did not and you must institute changes 
that will increase the chances of your 
arriving at those objectives in the 
course of—or as a result of—the current 
breeding, show or production season. 

At the same time, you must ask 
yourself those questions at the end of 
the breeding, show or production season 
when the season's results are fresh and 
clear in your mind. 

2. WHAT, GIVEN MY 
OBJECTIVES, ARE THE HOUSING 
REQUIREMENS OF MY BIRDS? There 
are, of course, some givens, no matter 
what kind of poultry you raise. Your 
birds must not be overcrowded, they 
must have a good supply of fresh air, 
the coops must not be damp, there must 
be no vermine in the coops, the birds 
must get adequate sunshine, the birds 
must be protected from extreme heat 
and cold, and so on. 

In addition, it must be 
remembered that different breeds have 
different spatial requirements. A 
standard Phoenix cock with a 15-foot 
tail can not be housed in the manner in 
which one might house standard 
Hamburghs, Campines and Lakenvelders, 
for example. Standard Rhode Island Red 
hens can not be expected to lay eggs in 
nest boxes that were designed with 
Sebrights in mind. It may be necessary 
to provide individual breeding pens to 
guarantee the genetic integrity of a 
mating of birds whose offspring are 
destined for the show pen. Such an 
arrangement is not necessary for a 
flock of Production Whites whose eggs 
are sold to a local co-op. 

All poultry houses are not, and 
can not be, of the same design. 
Buildings designed with one breed in 
mind—and particular objectives for that 
breed—are not necessarily appropriate 
for another breed and different 
objectives on the part of the breeder. 
Poultry housing must be tailored to the 
specific spatial needs and requirements 
of the birds that you raise. 

The point is this: if the spatial 
characteristics of your coops, given the 
birds that you raise and your objectives 
in raising them, are not well thought 


out, you will not be successful in 
accomplishing your objectives. 

3. WHAT BIRDS SHOULD I MATE 
TOGETHER IN ORDER TO 
ACCOMPLISH MY OBJECTIVES? The 
selection of the birds to mate with each 
other requires the greatest study on the 
part of the breeder. It is an area where 
one can be very scientific and where, 
at the same time, hunches can be 
played. Many many factors must be 
considered, and they differ depending 
on the breed in question. 

With birds raised for production 
reasons, one does not breed so much for 
color as for performance, with 
exhibition birds, type and color are both 
bred for, and type before color. Will 
you line breed? cross breed? use an out 
cross? Will you artifically inseminate 
your birds? 

Keep in mind that the successful 
breeder of poultry does not allow the 
birds to select their own mates, nor 
does he allow the birds to decide when 
and if they will raise their young. These 
are decisions that the breeder—not the 
birds—must make. 

4. WHAT DIET SHOULD I FEED 
MY BIRDS TO ACCOMPLISH MY 
OBJECTIVES? The breeder must 
intelligently study the dietary 
requirements of his birds in terms of his 
objectives for those birds. One can not 
allow the birds to eat only what they 
want to eat. Left to their own devices, 
they will very probably not eat what is 
best for them if they are to do for you 
what you expect them to do. 

A breeder of show birds who is 
conditioning his breeders prior to saving 
their eggs for incubation would not 
allow his birds to eat what and when 
they want to, no more than a 
poultryman who is attempting to have 
his layers set a record for the number 
of eggs laid in a given period of time 
would allow his birds to eat what and 
when they want to. Nor would a 
successful poultryman decide not to 
feed chick starter to his newly hatched 
chicks. 

5. TfHAT MAINTENANCE AND 
TRAINING P R O C EDURES MUST I 



FOLLOW TO ACCOMPLISH MY 
OBJECTIVES? Whatever your birds and 
your objectives for those birds, they 
require specific maintenance and/or 
training procedures if you are to 
accomplish your objective . 

The successful breeder of 
standard or bantam White Wyandottes, 
for example, would not allow his 
exhibition birds free run of the 
barnyard on the day that he crates up 
his birds for a show, no more than a 
breeder of Black Silkies would allow a 
hen intended for exhibition to remain 
broody up to the day before a show. 
Similarly, one can not expect a standard 
Black Orpington cockerel to be at his 
best on the day of a show if that bird 
has not had some training in a show 
cage prior to the exhibition. Similarly, a 
breeder of bantam Crele Old English 
Games would not dub his exhibition 
cockerels two weeks before he plans to 
enter them in a show. 

The breeder who intelligently 
answers for himself those five primary 
questions—and perhaps others—is the 
breeder who has the greatest degree of 
control over his birds. 

Control is the name of the game. 
The breeder who has a high degree of 
control over his birds, whether in the 
show pen or in the production pen, is 
much more likely to accomplish his 
objectives in raising poultry than the 
breeder who does not have a high 
degree of control over Iris birds. If it is 
the birds who call the shots, it must be 
understood, you will get nowhere, and 
you will never accomplish your 
objectives for yourself and your birds. 

To gain the best control possible, 
once you know your objectives, talk to 
the successful breeders of the breed 
that you raise. Don't rely on self-styled 
experts with no proven track record of 
success. If you do, you are, in most 
instances, wasting your time, what you 
must do is contact the successful 
breeders and ask questions. Most master 
breeders will offer you suggestions 
about coop requirements, mating, diet, 
maintenance, training, and so on, that 
will paint you in the right direction.

Don't expect a breeder to tell you ALL 
Iris trade secrets, however. And 
remember, when you get help, advice 
and direction, don't forget to express 
your thanks for that guidance. 

Remember, in the final analysis, 
it is the individual breeder who tips the 
scales and makes the difference. 
Following the rules can take you only 
so far. Beyond that, you are on your 
own. At that point, you enter the realm 
that makes the breeding of 
thoroughbred standard and bantam 
chickens and waterfowl a perpetually 
interesting undertaking.

The Annual Meeting ana Christmas Party 
of the Carbondale Historical Society and 
Museum, Inc. for 1988 was halo on December 
15, 1988, at the Corner Bistro Restaurant In 
Carbondale.

Other activities Included 
participation In the JTPA program, the 
restoration and hanging of period wooden 
blinds In room 302, donation of glass 
lighting globes from the Roosevelt School, 
planting of the flower boxes In Carbondale's 
Memorial Park with the help of Sandy Waring 
and her Girl Scouts and Brownies, 
participation In Pride In Carbondale Day and 
National Historic Preservation Week. The 
organization also received a grant of SI,000 
from the Arts to the People Grant Proof"" 
through which we sponsored Concerts In the 
Park by the Marywood Jazz Ensemble (In

The Green Thumb Program was Introduced to us 
in August. This is a program where senior 
citizens are reimbursed by the state for work 
they provide to non-profit organizations. 
Eileen Simpson was our first worker, starting 
on August 22nd with Mrs. Gumbert starting on 
the 26th. Other activities which were 
highlighted Included; the PA Newspaper 
Project, the Carbondaie History Book to be 
published by Curtis Media Corporation, 
celebration of the 159th Anniversary of the 
Gravity Railroad, ous trip to the Winterthur 
Museum, the organization of the Soclety / s 
library. In addition we are receiving 
requests almost dally for geneologlcal 
information and also many acquisitions of 
objects for the museum. 

All those present were next invited to 
come to the Annual Christmas Concert by the 
Crystal Band of Scranton which would be held 
on Sunday, December 18th at 7:00 PM in the 
Berean Baptist Church. 

The president next invited everyone to 
attend the Society's regular meetings 
whenever possible. We need everyone's 
continued support and encouragement. 

In the coming months we would be 
planning an exhibition of objects from the 
collection of John Revak of Simpson. 

The last item on the agenda for this 
evening was a slide show featuring slides of 
postcards and other views of Carbondaie and 
the area. S. Robert Powell noted before 
starting the presentation that Jack 
Hlddlestone of the Lackawanna Historical 
Society was in our audience and that he was 
an authority on postcards and their history. 

During the slide show the following 
items were noted; the fountain which was at 
the intersection of Main Street and Lincoln 
Avenue was removed to allow the relocation of 
Manvllie's house to another site.

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Drinking Water 

Goal 

To discuss drinking water and its sources. 

You might think that with all the ocean water on Earth there 
would be plenty of water for everyone. However, ocean 
water is salty, and people cannot safely drink salt water. 
There are two main sources of drinking water on Earth. One 
is the large bodies of fresh water on the surface, such as 
lakes and rivers. The other is water stored in the ground. 

In inland areas that are short .of water, dams may be 
built on rivers to form reservoirs (rez ur vwarzl. Reservoirs are 
artificial lakes that supply water for large and, in some cases.

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distant areas. In some places huge pipes called aqueducts (ak 
wuh duhktz) carry water from reservoirs across mountains to 
supply water for desert areas or for large cities. 

Communities that don't have large bodies of surface 
water nearby obtain their water from the ground. When it 
rains, some of the water soaks into the ground, as if the 
ground were a sponge. This water, called ground water, fills 
the spaces between soil particles and between grains of 
sedimentary rock. The part of the ground that contains 
ground water is called the saturated zone. The irregular saturated zone 
upper boundary of the saturated zone is called the water 
table. The depth of the water table determines how deep a water table 
well must be drilled to reach water. (See Figure 11-13.) 

Large volumes of ground water are stored in layers of 
rock called aquifers. To be a good aquifer, the rock must aquifers 
have openings, or pore spaces, within it. The pore spaces can (ak wuh furz) 
be filled with air or water. Sandstone is a porous rock that 
makes a good aquifer. 

In some places an aquifer may be sandwiched between 
two layers of less porous rock. These keep the water 
trapped between them. If these layers are on a slope, the 
water in the aquifer builds up pressure near the lower end 
When a well is sunk there, the water spurts up naturally, 
forming an artesian well (ar tee zhunl. (See Figure 11-14.) 

You may have heard of a stream that is particularly clear 
and cold because it is "spring-fed." Springs (see Figure 11- 
15) are places where ground water flows naturally out to the

All of the reprints of the Lincoln assassi¬ 
nation New York Herald were done on 
wood pulp newsprint and are usually in 
very fragile condition. The Michigan State 
University Museum has 12 reprints of the 
April 15 Herald that were printed at vari¬ 
ous times in the late 19th and early 20th 
centuries. They are nearly all yellowed and 
brittle, with some also badly torn at the 
folds. In contrast are two original copies of 
The New York Herald owned by the muse¬ 
um. One is from 1863 and the other is dated 
May 6,1865, a few weeks after the assassi¬ 
nation. They are still quite white and the 
paper is very soft and flexible due to its rag 
content. 

There are additional clues for identifying 
later reprints of the Herald. Original copies 
have eight numbered pages. Reprints are 
usually one folded sheet of four pages 
which are not numbered. In the museum's 
collection of reprints, all but one paper 
have advertising material added to the in¬ 
side spread of two pages. Most of the re¬ 
prints were made up by patent medicine 
companies and were handed out as souve¬ 
nirs at state fairs, county fairs and other 
celebrations.' Only the first couple of col¬ 
umns on the inside spread were reprinted 
from the original. All the rest of the space 
was devoted to advertisements. 

One of the MSU Museum’s reprints has 


ads for Bitter Apple Tonic. Island City 
Magic Dyes and Turkish Ointment, all 
made by The J.W. Brant Company of Al¬ 
bion, Mich. In addition, the title of the pa¬ 
per has been changed to The New York 
Special. Other reprints issued by The S.B. 
Kitchel Company of Coldwater, Mich., 
have ads for Kitchel’s Spavin Cure for 
Horses and Kitchel’s Liniment for Huir ans 
and Animals ("It Makes the Weak 
Strong!"). It includes many testimonial 
letters from those who used the products. 
Some letters are dated from 1887 to 1089. 
Two other Kitchel papers have headlines at 
the top of the inside pages that plead "Use 
Kitchel’s Liniment Now, 1900, and Forever 
Hereafter.” Another has the year 1901 in 
the phrase. 

These reprints were not originally issued 
with the intention of fooling the public. It 
was simply a good advertising gimmick. 
Persons receiving the newspaper would be 
more likely to keep it around for a while for 
its nostalgic and historic value as a re¬ 
minder of a famous event. If they had been 
handed a common page of advertising for 
patent medicines, it might have been used 
to fire up the kitchen stove the next morn¬ 
ing. Instead, the medicine company was 
able to keep its name in front of the con¬ 
sumer for a longer period of time. Appar¬ 
ently the gimmick worked all too well be¬ 
cause there are thousands of the reprints 
still in existence. 




According to the Newspaper Collectors 
Society of America, the value of A.M. edi¬ 
tions of the authentic New York Herald of 
April 15, 1865 can range from $225 to $600. 
The value of reprints should not be more 
than a few dollars apiece as curiosities. Un¬ 
fortunately, some antique dealers do not 
realize that the Lincoln assassination 
newspaper on which they have just placed 
a high price tag is just another reprint.

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FLY YOUR TIPPLERS

The thoroughbred tippler is capable of flying 
for great periods of time when properly trained and 
conditioned and when weather conditions are ideal. 
Tippler breeders from Great Britain, where the breed 
originated, have long been the holders of the world 
records for endurance flying. The current world 
record for old birds is held by George Pilot of the 
Manchester Club. His kit flew for 20 hours and 46 
minutes on June 17, 1984. The current world record 
for young birds is held by Hulse & Till of the Bentley 
We3t Club. Their kit of young birds flew for 19 hours 
and 6 minutes in 1985. 

Anyone who raises flying tipplers—or who owns 
a kit of flyers—who does not regularly fly his birds is 
missing out on one of the great pleasures associated 
with the raising of tipplers. And the pleasures are 
even greater when one flys his birds in conjunction 
with a club, whether local or national. 

The Flying Tippler Association of America is 
the oldest and leading national tippler association in 
America. Annually it sponsors ten competition flys 
during the Spring, summer and Fall for both younn 
and old birds. 

The Spring series is for young birds only. This 
year’s Spring flys will be held on the following three 
weekends: April 22-23, May 6-7, and May 20-21. 

The three Summer series FTA flys will take 
Place: June 3-4 (young birds); June 17-18, "the long 
day ay" (young or old birds); and July 1-2 (young 


There are four ays in the Fall series and birds 
of any age may participate. This year's dates are as 
follows: September 9-10; September 23-24; October 
7-8; and October 21-22, "tne stock ay" (8 or more 
turds of any age). 

It is not difricult to participate in these 
FTA-sponsored ays. Follow these ave steps in order 
to do so: 






1* Become a member of the Flying Tippler 
Association of America. Adult membership is $7 50 
per year; junior membership is $2.50. see the ad'in 



the c l a ssifie d advertisements under "Tipplers' in this 
and every issue of the AMERICAN PIGEON 
JOURNAL. Mail your dues to the 
Secretary/Treasurer of the FT A, Felix J. Khan, 10646 
Pladta Los Reyes, Tucson, AZ 85748. You will be 
mailed a packet of information, including a copy of 
the FTA Constitution. Read that document in 
entirety and pay particular attention of Article V: 
■Flying Systems," in which the "Official" and "Honor" 
systems are described, and Article VH: "Flying 
Competition," in which the 38 FTA flying rules are 
set forth. 

2. Write to the Central Timer (S. Robert 
Powell, R. D. 1, Box 48 E, Union Dale, PA 18470) and 
tell him which flys you will enter. The cost per fly is 
$1.50. The Central Timer will then mail to you the 
appropriate fly report forms. 

3. Decide if you will participate in these FTA 
flys under the "official" or "Honor" system (see 
Article Vs "Flying Systems" of the FTA Constitution). 
If you will participate under the "Official" system, 
make the necessary arrangements with your Timer 
well in advance of the day or days that you will 
require that Timer's services. 

4. Select and train your kit or kits. A great 
deal of information on how to do so is presented in 
the September 1971 issue of the AMERICAN PIGEON 
JOURNAL or in the two tippler "Specials" published 
by PIGEON REVIEW (May 1980, May 1983). 

5. Fly your birds on one of the days of the 
officiall y designated fly weekends and, immediately 
after each competition, mail in to the Central Timer 
your fly report, which must be completely and 
accurately filled out. 

In the meantime, fly your birds as often as 
posable in preparation for your participation in these 
FT* flys. if you have participated in flying 
competitions in the past, then you know how exciting 
it can be to put your tipplers and yourself (as the 
trainer of your birds) on the line by participating in 
these competition flys. If you have never entered 
these or other flying competitions, a great pleasure 
awaits you. You owe it to yourself and to your birds.

For all their praise of Chinese agricul¬ 
ture, Wittwer and his colleagues concede 
that an abundant food supply for the 
growing population is by no means as¬ 
sured for the coming decades. One-third 

K of the cultivated land, they note, is too sa¬ 
line, dry or eroded for maximum crop 
yields. National grain production, after 
years of rapid increases, has started to lev- 
t el off. Chinese leaders realize that to rrtakc 
further gains they may have to turn in¬ 
creasingly to more advanced farming 
technology, from sophisticated erosion- 
contkol methods to still wider use of 
chemical fertilizers. 

Ironically, that may necessitate a par¬ 
tial reversal of the Deng reforms. Small 
plots will have to be recombined into 
larger collective farms. The trick will be 
to rebuild communal farms without de¬ 
stroying the new incentives (hat have 
made individual fanners so productive.

Cecil and Mary Rose are not only among 
the most well known and respected poultry 
breeders and exhibitors in northeastern 
Pennsylvania, southern and central New York 
and northern New Jersey, they are, at the 
same time, two of the nicest people you'd ever 
want to meet.

This high energy, rasults-oriented 
behavior has been characteristic of the Roses 
all of their lives. 

In 1910, Cecil, at the age of 11, went to 
live with his grandfather and grandmother, 
Amos and Laura Green, and it was Amos Green 
who got Cecil started with chickens. Amos 
Green raised Rose Comb White Leghorns and 
Silver-Spangled Hamburgs and exhibited them 
at the Montrose and Harford Fairs. He 
arranged for Cedi to get some Barred 
Plymouth Rock hatching eggs from E. B. 
Thompson. The eggs were hatched under broody 
hens on the Green farm, and Cecil's life as a 


breeder and exhibitor of poultry was under 
way. 

It was in 1910 also that Cedi first 
showed chickens at the annual fair of the 
Harford Agricultural Society, Susquehanna 
County, PA. "My grandfather showed horses 
but we also took along a crate of chickens, 
which we showed in what is now the School 
Building on the Harford Fair grounds," said 
Cedi. 

Tn 1914, at the Montrose Fair, Cedi won 
his first blue ribbon on a chicken. "It was a 
blue silk ribbon. The first one that I ever saw, 
and I won it. Before that time, the ribbons 
were made out of cardboard," Cedi noted. The 
blue silk ribbon, imprinted with black ink, is 
still in Cecil's collection of poultry ribbons. 
The text on the ribbon reads as follows: 
"Susquehanna County Agricultural Sodety, 
First Premium, Montrose, Sept. 15-16-17, 1914." 
It was also at the Montrose Fair that Cedi 
Rose first learned the pleasure of friendly 
competition. He remarked: "Fred Jeffers of 
Windsor, NY, and I both showed Buff Rocks at 
the Montrose Fair. That was one breed that we 
hit pretty hard. It was good for both of us." 

This blue silk ribbon was to be the first 
of thousands of ribbons won by Cedi Rose. As 
we talked of this ribbon, Mary Rose remarked: 
"We used to have several bushel, baskets full of 
them. We still have many of the ribbons that 
we won for champions." Mary, Cecil and I then 
spent some time admiring the thousands of 
ribbons that the Roses still have. They are 
stored in a large suitcase that is filled to the 
point that it is difficult to close it once 
opened. 

Such momentos are not only touchstones 
for fond memories but also the starting point 
for the writing of history. As we looked 
through the ribbons, two surfaced from the 
A merican Legion Poultry and Pigeon Show that 
took place from February 14-18, 1933, in 
Carbondale's Crane Armory, under the auspices 
of the Albert H. Crane Post 211 of the 
American Legion. Seeing these ribbons 
prompted Cedi to remark: "The American 
Legion show only lasted a couple of years, but 
it was a good one. It was organized by Doc 
Rippon. Charlie Armstrong showed Rhode

island Reds and I showed White Wyandottes, 
and I won the ribbon for champion of the show. 
Doc Rippon was a veterinarian and he ran the 
Booth Farm, which was one of the most 
prosperous dairy farms in this part of the 
state. He was a grand man, Doc Rippon. 
Another important breeder from that time was 
Johnny Beck. He raised standard Old English 
Games, which were beautiful, Bill Schust from 
Carbondale also had some nice birds." 

It was from such men and others that 
Cecil learned about the breeding and exhibiting 
of poultry. "In those days, if you wanted good 
Barred Rocks, you got them from E. B. 
Thompson; if you wanted White Leghorns, you 
got them from Vince Hammond; Ralph 
Knickerbocker had the best Rhode Island Reds 
around. That was also the time of Marcus 
Davidson, who was one of the greatest chicken 
guys in the country," stated Cecil. 

It was also from his grandfather, Amos 
Green, that Cedi learned the dairy business: 
"One of the first things I learned from my 
grandfather when I went there to live when I 
was 11 was how to feed calves. I also learned a 
lot by asking questions of Archie Ellsworth, 
who always began his chores by 3:30 P.M." 

Also regarding that time, Cecil recalled: 
"My grandfather had American Holders. They 
were black milk cows with a white streak down 
the back and white legs. My grandfather 
showed them at the Tunkhannock Fair. He 
shipped them down to the Fair on the narrow 
gauge railroad, In those days we didn't have 
trucks." 

Cecil stayed with his grandparents for 
19 years, from 1910 to 1929. Cecil spoke of his 
first paying job as follows: "My first public job 
was for the Mountain Ice Company at Heart 
Lake, Susquehanna County. I got paid 17-1/2 
cents an hour and we worked a 10-hour day. 
We'd fill three railroad ice cars and they'd go 
down to Alfred on the L&M, which was part of 
the Delaware, . Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad. From Alfred the ice was then shipped 
to New York City." 


In 1937, Cecil and Mary Rose were 
married. Together they were in the dairy 
business until 1977, and during those years 
their successes in the dairy business were as 
impressive as their wins in the poultry world. 
In the winters they made maple syrup. Mary 
Rose stated: "At one time we had as many as 
4,200 taps and made 800 gallons of syrup in 
one year. We had a one-inch line right into the 
sugar house and smaller lines out in the woods. 
Bus loads of school kids and others came to 
see our set up." Mary made maple sugar and 
maple cream. The early light syrup they sold at 
the farm. The later and darker syrup was 
drummed and sold to distributors. Cecil 
remarked: "My dad used to do syrup as well. 
He didn't use hose to draw the sap. He used 
old black powder cans for buckets and pieces 
of sumac for spiles. He had an iron kettle on a 
tripod and he boiled sap in that. He had a sap 
yoke and with a pail on each side he collected 
the sap. To prevent the sap from boiling over, 
he had a small piece of pork hanging just 
below the level of the top of the kettle. As 
soon as the sap would hit that pork, it would 
go right down and he wouldn't loose any syrup. 
A squirt of milk will also keep sap from going 
over." 

At one point Cecil and Mary Rose had a 
problem with squirrels chewing into the plastic 
sap hose in the woods and here is how Cecil 
solved that problem: "We got rid of the 
squirrels with a few bushels of black walnuts 
that I picked in the woods and dumped 
wherever we had a squirrel problem with the 
hoses. The squirrels ate the nuts and left us 
alone." 

Also during the winter months, Cecil 
hunted foxes and coons. "In 1944 or 1945, I got 
184 foxes and we got a bounty of $4.00 a 
piece, plus 20 cents a nose on the hides. The 
next year we sold the foxes live for $8.00 a 
piece and they were taken to the Washington, 
DC, area where they were used for fox hunts." 
During these years, Cedi also drove school 
buses: "I drove school bus for 17 years, morning 
and night, and I had to shovel and plow my 
own roads. For years they paid $65 a month." 

Coon and deer hunting are still enjoyed 
by Cedi. "During the winter of 1987-1988, 1 got 
66 coon with a $2.00 dog. So far this Winter I 
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have been out five times and have gotten 28 
coons," Cecil added. 

Come Spring, however, then as now, it 
was poultry that moved back into center stage. 
Over the years Cecil and Mary Rose have 
showed at Jist about all the poultry shows in 
northeastern Pennsylvania, central and 
southern New York and northern New Jersey, 
including the following shows: Bloomsburg Pair, 
Syracuse Fair, Sussex County (NJ) Poultry 
Association, Harford Fair, Wayne County Fair, 
Newfoundland Fair, Central Pennsylvania Avian 
Club Show, Hughesville Show (Wyoming 
County), Smethport Show (McKean County), 
Bradford County Fair (Carl ^orrest's Fair, Ivan 
McLeod used to show there), Mansfield Show 
(Tom Critten used to show there), Finger Lakes 
Feather Club show, Troy Show,, Eastern New 
York Poultry Association Show, and many 
others. 

With his good friend and colleague, John 
Hayes, Mount Upton, NY, Cecil has attended 
the APA National Show in Columbus and fondly 
remembers the thousands of first rate birds on 
display there. "One year we tcok along a 
standard Black Breasted Red Old English Game 
cock and we won the crowing contest," Cecil 
noted. A bantam Black Breasted hed old 
English Game cock that belonged to Cecil was 
a celebrated crower at the Harford Fail in the 
early 1980's. Cecil's friends in the poultry 
world are many and include, among others, 
John Hayes, Merle Tait, Jim Smith, Arthur 
Schallenberg, George Schroeder and Richard 
Walworth. 


chores. Every year, Mary furnishes bouquets 
of lilies to embellish the poultry houses at the 
poultry shows at the Harford Fair and the 
Wayne County Fair. 

The primary breeds and varieties of 
standard chickens that are bred and exhibited 
by Cecil Rose are as follows: Buff, Partridge, 
Barred, Columbian, Silver-Penciled and White 
Plymouth Rocks; single Comb and Rose Comb 
White Leghorns; Light Brown, Buff and Single 
Comb Dark Brown Leghorns; Single and Rose 
Comb Black Minorcas; Jersey Giants; single 
and Rose Comb Rhode Island Reds; and Black 
Langshans. 

The primary breeds and varieties of 
bantam chickens that are bred and exhibited by 
Cecil Rose are as follows: Silver and Golden 
Sebnghts, Black and Blue Rosecombs, Rose 
Comb White Leghorns, Rhode Island Reds, 
Silver-Penciled Plymouth Rocks, White Rocks, 
White Frizzles, and seven varieties of old 
English Games (Red Pyle, Brown Red, 
Spangled, White, Black, Silver Duck wing, and 
Black Breasted Red). 

As a result of his 79 years of breeding 
and showing chickens, Cecil has learned a good 
deal and has generously shared his knowledge 
with others. When the officials of the 
Bloomsburg Fair were about to re-design their 
poultry house, for example, they came up to 
the Harford Fair to see how the po nit-r y house 
there was organized by Cecil Rose. They went 
home and designed their poultry house on the 
basis of the Harford building and what they 
had learned from Cedi Rose. 


Warm weather also means that Mary 
Rose focuses on her carefully planned anc 
extraordinary gardens, where iris, ww 
gladioluses and chrysanthemums dominate. 
There are, in addition, many rhododendrons, 
azaleas and a wide array of Spring bulbs. 1 
have an order in for several hundred new bulhs 
and I'll have to get them planted as soon as 
Possible," remarked Mary. Dozens and dozens 
of packets of annual and perennial seeds are 
also lined up and ready to be planted in a new 
garden area jhst above the present main 
garden, m going about her garden chores, Mary 
uses a 4-wheel ATV and a trailer. The 
odometer on the ATV has over 900 miles on it, 
which gives a clear indication of just how 
^ uaed by Mary to move dirt and 
fertilizer and plants and to do her garden 


As a young man, Cecil became a member 
of the Harford Agricultural Society, m 1951 , he 
was elected to its Board of Directors and 
served in that capacity for 31 years. In 1982, 
he was awarded a silver plate for his 31 years 
of service to the Board. For 14 years he was 
the President of the Board and he now serves 
as the President Emeritus of the Harford 
Agricultural Society. 

The annual fair of the Harford 
Agricultural Society is * not only the most 
important community event of the year in 
Susquehanna County, but also a sterling 
example of everything that a quality country 
fair should be. This year's fair, with its well 
known Poultry Show, will be the 132nd annual 
fair and it will take place, August 21-26. Not 
surprisingly, Cecil Rose is the Superintendent 
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of the Poultry Show at the Fair, a post in 
which he was preceded by Elton Robbins and 
before him by Mr. Prout, who laid out and 
helped build the building. 

Cecil has generously given of his time to 
new breeders just starting out. One of his 
proteges, Richard Walworth, is now a leading 
breeder and exhibitor of standard and bantam 
Wyandottes, bantam Barred Plymouth Rocks, 
and Speckled Sussex. 

Over the years Cecal has won champion 
ribbons on just about every breed he has 
raised, m recent years, his most impressive 
wins have been with standard Black Langshans, 
Partridge Plymouth Rocks, and White Leghorns, 
among many others. His Black Langshans 
descend from breeders that were willed to him 
by the well known Langshan breeder, Frank 
De Maas. 

When asked if he had any words of 
advice for someone just starting out in the 
breeding and showing of poultry, Cecil replied: 
"Make sure that you start with good birds. If 
you don't have good birds, you're wasting your 
time. Start with good birds. They'll get poor 
soon enough." He added: "I've learned a lot 
from showing birds too, and one thing you have 
to remember when you show chickens is that 
you should never get mad." 

These days Cecil and Mary Rose 
function with more energy than most people 
half their age, Two years ago in March they 
moved into the house in which they now live. 
Not surprisingly, they helped to build the 
house! Last year Cecil helped his grandson, 
Douglas, run over 20 bee yards and together 
they produced 30 tons of honey. 

Virtually boundless energy and vitality 
and charm characterize everything that Cecil 
and Mary do. As I was taking my leave of the 
Roses during a recent visit, bearing a quart of 
maple syrup and a quart of honey and some 
Calendula seeds from Mary's garden that I had 
been given during the visit, Cecil remarked: 
"Don't come over once in a while. Come over 
TWICE in a while." 

Speaking of the breeding and showing of 
poultry in general, Cecil Rose recently 


remarked: "It's a good clean hobby and you get 
to meet some of the nicest people you'd ever 
want to meet." I'm fairly certain that most 
poultry people would agree with that 
observation. I'm sure, however, that everyone 
who knows Cecil and Mary Rose would agree 
that they are indeed that—two of the nicest 
people you'd ever want to meet.

PLY YOUR TIPPLERS

The Flying Tippler Association of America is 
the oldest and leading tippler organization in 
America. The officers and board of directors for 1989 
are as follows: President, Wayne Tomsic; Eastern 
Vice-President, Oskar Zovich; Western 
Vice-President, Kambiz Zamanian; 
Secretary/Treasurer, Felix J. Khan; Central Timer 
and Publicity Director, S. Robert Powell. The board 
of directors is made up of the following persons: 
Walter Wiechec, Smail Basic, Tim Kvidera, Milan 
Kobulsky and Robert Rugaber. 

Annually the FT A sponsors ten competition fLys 
during the Spring, Summer and Fall for both young 
and old birds. The birds are flown under two 
different systems: the Official System and the Honor 
System. 

Under both systems, the birds and their owners 
must compete by following the 38 flying rules as set 
forth in Article vn of the FT A Constitution. Under 
the O fficia l System, the flyer must have a least one 
other FTA member present at his loft during the 
entire fly to witness the fly and to make certain that 
all FTA rules are followed. Under the Honor System, 
the flyer is on his honor to follow all FTA rules. 
Following each competition fly, all flyers must 
immediately file a completely and accurately filled 
out fly report with the FTA's Central Timer. 

The results of the FTA flys for 1988 are as 
follows: 

SPRING SERIES 


L April 23/24, old birds. Oskar Zovich won this 
FTA fly with a kit of 4 cocks that flew 15 hours and 
16 minutes under very windy conditions. He described 
this kit of birds as "most likely the strongest kit I 
ever flew." His kit was released at 5:54 A.M. and it 
was timed by S. Basic, H. Hunt, D. Wilson and D. 
Deavey. Smail Basic placed second with his kit of 3 
cocks which flew 14:51, The birds were released at 



6:00 A.M. and flew low to medium high and raked 
well. The kit was timed by Oskar Zovich. S. Robert 
Powell won this fly under the Honor System with a 
time of 10:02. His kit of 7 cocks flew very high and 
well under punishing weather conditions (cold, windy, 
rain, and sleet). Also under the Honor System, Lester 
Brozyna's kit of 5 cocks flew 8:46, but were 
prevented from flying any longer by heavy rains. 


H. May 7/8, old birds. John Mead won this FTA 
fly with a kit of 5 hens that flew 11:50; the timer 
was Stanley Ogozalek. Smail Basic placed second 
with a kit of 3 hens that flew 10:36, as timed by 
Oskar Zovich. Under the Honor System, Lester 
Brozyna's kit of 4 cocks flew in great style all day 
and won with a time of 14:00. Tim Kvidera's kit of 3 
cocks had a di ffic ult time with strong winds and flew 
5:06. 

IIL May 21/22, old hirds. Milan Kobulsky's kit 
of 3 cocks flew well all day and did 15:30 to win this 
fly. The birds were released at 5:32 A.M. and were 
timed by A. Lukez. Smail Basic's kit of 3 cocks 
placed second with a time of 8:17. His timer, Oskar 
Zovich, described the day as "a very hard day to fly 
pigeons." 

SUMMER SERIES 

1 June 4/5, young birds. Smail Basic's kit of 4 
young birds won with an impressive time of 15 : 47. His 
timers (Zovich, Smith, Healy, Hunt, Beedie] described 
the kit as very well disciplined and a pleasure to 
time and remarked: "...very strong wind all day, 
which is probably the reason the birds did not break 
the record." Kambiz Zamanian's kit of 3 birds, as 
timed by J. Kelly, placed second, with a time of 
5:57. They raked well and flew at a good height until 
*krong winds caused low flying. Under the Honor 
Syaem, the kits of A1 Lukez and Milan Kobulsky 
both turned in impressive times: Lukez's four birds 
flew 15:41; Kobulsky's three birds flew 14:4e. Milan 
Kobulsky's 10-week old kit flew under what he 
described as perfect flying conditions. S. Robert 
Powell, Who also participated under the Honor 
System, reported that his kit of 6 birds had to fly 
under impossible flying conditions with very strong 
winds, "it's a wonder the birds were not hlown into 
the next county or state," he added. His kit flew 
6J5. 



IL June 18/19, the "long day" fly, birds of any 
age. Milan Kobulsky's kit of 3 old cocks, which was 
timed by Louis Wittreich, won this fly with a time of 
16:03, which is the best time flown by any FTA 
member in official competition in 1988. The birds 
were released at 5:23 A.M. Smail Basic's kit of 3 
young birds placed second with a time of 9:56. These 
same 3 birds flew 15:47 on the first of the 1988 
Summer Series Qys. They were timed on the long day 
fly by Oskar Zovich. Under the FTA Honor System, 
Kamfcriz Zamanian's kit of 3 young birds flew 14:38, 
and S. Robert Powell's kit of 6 birds flew 7:05 on a 
very hot, humid day with no breeze. 

m. July 2/3, young birds. Milan Kobulsky's kit 
of 4 birds, released at 5:28 A.M., flew 14:37 to win 
this fly. They were timed by Louis Wittreich. 
Kamfcdz Zamanian's kit of 3 birds, timed by J, Kelly 
and released at 5d7 A.M., flew 13:55; Stanley 
Ogozalek's kit of 3 birds, timed by John Mead, flew 
6:54. Under the Honor System, Tim Kvidera's kit of 3 
birds, released at 5:01 A.M., flew 8:30. For the first 
five hours the kit had to fly without any wind; "not 
too bad a time, considering that two weeks before 
they were doing just one hour in training," reported 
T. Kvidera. 

FALL SERIES 

L September 10/Ll, birds of any age. Oskar 
Zovich's kit of 7 young birds won with a time of 
JlsQl. The birds were released at 6:39 A.M. and were 
timed by Sid Billinger, who reported that the birds 
flew very high at times and raked welL 


n. September 24/25, birds of any age. Kambiz 
Zamanian's kit of 3 young birds won with a time of 
9:18. His kit, which was timed by Joe Kelly and 
Michael Beat, was released at 6:28 A.M. Under the 
Honor System, S. R. Powell's kit of 3 birds won with 
a time of 6:45. s. Robert Powell described the day as 
a beautiful day for flying tipplers and added: "These 
tirds are not completely moulted out and therefore 
did not do as well as they can. Given the perfect 
weather conditions, however, the birds and their 
owner had a grand time." 



HL October 8/9, birds of any age. 

IV. October 22/23, the "stock" fly, 8 or more 
hirds of any age. 

For a number of reasons, mostly weather 
related, no FT A members participated in either of 
these FT A flys. 

In addition to these flying successes by FT A 
members, there are many heart breaking stories that 
could be told about kits that were disqualified under 
both the Offical and the Honor Systems during the 
1988 fly season. Tippler flyers are all too familiar 
with the reasons for disqualification: birds failed to 
trap within one hour of landing, kit split, lost birds, 
one or more birds caught by hawks, and so on. In 
spite of these upsets and disappointments, however, 
it was a good year. 

Anyone who raises flying tipplers—or who owns 
a kit of flyers—who does not. regularly fly his birds 
is missing out on one of the great pleasures 
associated with the raising of tipplers. And the 
pleasures are even greater when one flys in 
con^mction with a club, either local or national. 

The thoroughbred tippler is capable of flying 
for great periods of time when properly trained and 
conditioned and when weather conditions are ideal. 
Tippler breeders from Great Britain, where the 
techniques for training and conditioning have been 
very carefully studied for years and where generally 
favorahle to excellent flying conditions prevail, have 
long been the holders of the world records for 
endurance flying. The current world record for old 
birds is held by George Pilot of the Manchester Club. 
His kit flew for 20 hours and 46 minutes on June 17, 
1984. The current world record for young birds is 
held by Hulse & Till of the Bentley West Club. Their 
kit of young birds flew for 19 hours and 6 minutes in 


If you are a flying tippler breeder—or the 
owner of a kit of flyers—and you have participated 
in flying competitions in the past, then you know how 
exciting it can be to put your tipplers and yourself 
(as the trainer of your birds) on the line by 
participating in these competition flys. If you have 
never entered these or other flying competitions, a 
great pleasure awaits you. You owe it to yourself 
and to your birds.

FLYING TIPPLER RECORDS

Each year the Flying Tippler Association of 
America sponsors ten competition fLys during the 
Spring, Summer and Fall for both young and old birds. 
The birds are flown under two different systems: the 
O ff i c ial System and the Honor System. 

Under both systems, the birds and their owners 
must compete by following the 38 flying rules as set 
forth in Article vn of the FT A Constitition. Under 
the Official System, the flyer must have at least one 
other FTA member present at his loft during the 
entire fly to witness the fly and to make certain that 
all FTA rules are fallowed. Under the Honor System, 
the flyer is on his honor to follow all FTA rules. 

The best flying time for each of the 10 annual 
FTA flys, O ffi cial. System, for the period 1965-1988 is 
as follows:

Six of these record times for the period 
1965-1988 were flown during the Summer n fly, the 
"long day" fly. Three were recorded during Spring m, 
and one each during Spring H, Summer I, and Summer 
m. No top ten record times have been established 
during the four Fall flys. 

The top eight flying times were recorded by 
four men, each of whom had two of the best times, 
consecutively, with Oskar Zovich holding the top two 
positions in the list, with times of 16:31 and 16:23, 
respectively. 

Congratulations to all of these record holding 
flyers on their very impressive accomplishments. 

All of these statistics on the FTA flys in the 
past 23 years, 1965-1988, for both Offical and Honor 
Systems, clearly suggest two important facts: CD that 
the quality of North American flying tipplers is 
getting better and better all the time, and (2) that 
North American tippler flyers are becoming 
increasingly proficient in applying the techniques and 
methods developed and perfected by tippler flyers in 
Great Britain, the acknowledged masters of the 
sport. 



If you are a North American flying tippler 
breeder and you are not now a member of the FTA, 
you should be. For membership information, contact 
the Secretary/Treasurer: Felix J. Khan, 10646 Placita 
Los Reyes, Tucson, AZ 85748.

Remember these two important points: (1) that 
flying tipplers are not flying tipplers unless they are 
flown regularly; and (2) that the pleasures associated 
with the flying tippler sport are heightened when you 
put your birds and yourself on the line by 
participating in flying competitions such as those 
that are sponsored annually by the Flying Tippler 
Association of America.

Note the actions of male birds 
after they have been mated, as 
some males are so gallant as to 
allow their mates to eat up all the 
food served, and, as a result, soon 
lose their physical strength, and 
fail to fertilize eggs strongly. 
Such males, if managed right are 
the mo6t satisfactory breeders. 
They should be taken away daily 
from their mates for an hour or 
so, fed separately. 

Male birds vary in tempera¬ 
ment. Some will deny themselves 
their proper share of feed, while 
others are so greedy and spiteful 
that they drive their mates away 
from the feed hoppers. Then 
there are males that call their 
mates together at feeding time 
and pick up and drop choice 
morsels of feed on front of them, 
and yet do not neglect to feed 
themselves. The males in this 
last group are the ideal ones for 
the breeding pen and may be 
depended upon to breed well over 
the long season. On the other 
hand, the greedy, spiteful males 
will not be worth their salt as 
breeders, and the quicker they 
are replaced by more gallant 
birds the less likely will the 
breeding season prove to be 
disastrous. It is during' this 
season that lots of fertile eggs are 
desired, so that male birds can¬ 
not be too kind and attentive to 
their mates: neither can the 
breeders be too active in hunting 


for feed. 

Let the breeders have good 
nourishing feed and avoid 
overfeeding. If egg production is 
not up to the mark, don’t force the 
birds but have a little patience. A 
little moist mash at miday will 
help to increase production. 

Some fanciers in the good old 
days believed changing males 
was necessary to keep up the 
breeding qualities of the hens. 

Line or pedigree breeding was a 
closed book to them. Introducing 
new blood on the male side is 
more or less a risky proceeding 
especially when the breeding 
qualities of such a male may be of 
doubtful value. Sticking to tried 
and true breeding male is now the 
considered best way to breed. If 
you want to introduce new blood 
try the female side. 

TRY THIS—Instead of waiting I 

until the 7th day to candle your 
hatching eggs, try doing it after / 
24 hours of incubation. The germ / 
spot is easily detected after 24 / 
hours of incubation if the egg is / 
fertile, even in a very dark brown / 
eggs. The none-fertile eggs can / 
then be removed and replaced 
with fresh eggs. You will have no 
difficulty raising the day late 
chicks with the others. This prac¬ 
tice practically eliminates the 
possibility of a poor hatch. The 
sterile eggs that have had only 24 
hours of incubation are edible. No 
odor, no taste, just thin whites, 
flat yolks and enlarged air cells. 

They can be used for cooking, or 
if you wish, they can be opened 
and mixed with mash, or hard- 
boiled and mixed in the mash and 
fed back to the flock. < Run them 
thru again) We used this tip and 
found it satisfactory. Try 24 hour 
candling. 

Trim your birds for better fer¬ 
tility. We have always trimmed 
especially with Wyandottes and 
Cochins. It is a common practice 
with many fanciers.

PROCLAMATION 


March 15, 1989 

WHEREAS: In 1812, just 36 years after the signing of the 

Declaration of Independence, Carbondale came into 
existence, when resolute settlers first came into 
this valley in northeastern Pennsylvania, which 
at that time was a virtually impenetrable 
wilderness, and built their log cabins and 
established their homes, and; 

WHEREAS: On October 5, 1850, in the afternoon, a public 

meeting was held in Carbondale's Concert Hall, 
under the chairmanship of William Ball, Esquire, 
the purpose of the meeting being: (1) to establish 
an effective means of protecting the town and its 
inhabitants from the fires which plagued Carbondale 
and all mid-nineteenth century villages and towns; 

(2) to establish a more efficient system of 
government than was possible under the village 
system; and (3) to secure the benefits of a local 
system of courts, and; 

WHEREAS: The citizens of Carbondale, accordingly, to 

accomplish those three objectives, immediately 
petitioned the state legislature for a city charter, 
and; 

WHEREAS: Six months later, on March 15, 1851, the charter 

of the city of Carbondale was approved by an act 
of the state assembly, and signed by Governor 
William F. Johnston, thereby bringing into existence

the city of Carbondale, the oldest city in the 
Anthracite region and the fourth oldest city in 
the commonwealth, and; 

WHEREAS: In the 138 years that have passed between that 

15th day of March 1851, and the present day, the 
city of Carbondale and its citizens have represented, 
and will continue to represent, the values, beliefs 
and ideals that constitute the cornerstone of 
the American democracy. 

Now, therefore, I, John E. Moran, Mayor of the city of Carbondale, 
do hereby officially proclaim today, March 15th, as Carbondale’s 
Charter Day 1989, and call upon those of you assembled here in this 
auditorium, and upon the people of Carbondale, to recognize and 
commemorate annually, with appropriate ceremonies, as we do here 
today, this important day in Carbondale's history.

Dear Mr. Powell: 

I'm sorry for the difficulty you had on December 12, 1988 on obtaining 
Emergency Road Service. 

We were on an average three hours behind on that date. It is, 
by far, our highest recorded call volume day with over 750 completed 
emergency service calls. It would be impossible for me to determine 
why your initial call was not responded to. Our records show that 
we dispatched your call to White's Garage shortly after receiving 
it at 8:56 that morning but the call was not cleared until the 
afternoon. It appears that White's cleared several calls all at 
one time, possibly because radio waves were so busy. Since White's 
only received 7 calls from AAA, I have no explanation as to why 
it took so long except that they had calls of their own in addition 
to AAA. 

We can make all the preparations possible to handle an average 
call volume. On days like December 12th our primary concern has 
to be for people stranded on the road and people with emergency 
medical and physical problems. 

I doubt that you will ever encounter a worse day for Emergency 
Road Service than you experienced on December 12th. 

I think that if you give us a chance, we will have learned from 
your experience. 

By the way your record indicates that you found it necessary to 
call for road service, again, on January 21, 1989. That call was 
completed in less than 40 minutes.

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Nature’s Beauty, Forest Jaunts , 
Are Memories of Fern Hill

As 1 look back on my growing 
up days in Fern Hill, there was 
never a time when we didn’t find 
something to do. In the winter it 
was mostly ice skating and 
sleighriding on the many bills in 
the area. In early spring, we 
would find a nice maple tree, drill 
a hole in it and collect the sap. 
We put a bottle there and come 
next day it was full, and delicious 
in the cool fresh air. 

It was nice to roam the area in 
springtime, and the many crab- 
apple trees and their flowers and 
produced a scent like perfume 
that permeated the entire area. 
There were also many varieiies of 
Hawthorn trees and bushes that 
produced berries called “haws” 
which ripened in late summer. 
One on the varieties was parlicu- 
arly tasty and sweet, but some 
were bitter, so we learned which 
were the good ones. Birds, 
especially the brown thrush, 
liked to build nests in these trees 
because the sharp thorns \vould 

E rotect them from predators. 

aurel bushes were clustered 
here and there throughout the 
area, and as youngsters we used 
them as a hideout when we 
played cowboys and Indians. 
Trailing arbutus, having the 
sweetest fragrance of all wildflo- 
wers, could be found growing 
along the hillsides in many 
places. These were a favorite of 
young girls who would pick a 
bunch to bring to their mothers 
and schoolteachers. Winter- 
green, which grew just a few 
inches above the groundcould be 
fetind'in -many areas,- uwd -we -all' 


liked 10 pica and eat the berries. 1 
don’t think any of us would have 
starved if lost , i the woods, as 
many of the flowers and berries 
were edible. There were also 
elderberry bushes scattered ab¬ 
out - we would eat some of the 
berries and cut off a piece of the 
stem, hollow out the pulp with a- 
wire and make whistles and 
peashooters - choke cherry pits 
served as the peas. Blackberry 
bushes were also in great abun¬ 
dance, and we picked pails full to 
bring home for pies and jelly. 
During autumn, mushrooms we 
re out - there were several 
varieties but there was one type 
that was every body’s favorite and 
every household went searching 
to pick them. 

People, especially children and 
teenagers, spent the greatest part 
of their summers picking blueber 
ries - we called them huckleber¬ 
ries then. The Moosic Mountains 
and the lower sections adjacent 
to the Underwood Colliery and 
the Powder Mills were covered 
with blueberries and people 
covered the mountains picking 
them. Older men and women 
went with their children in the 
areas near Powder M ills about 
where Underwood Road is now. 

Teenagers often hiked up to 
the Marshwood and Moosic 
Lake areas, where there would be 
more berries and less people. It 
was worth the long walk up the 
mountains and through the swa 
mps as one would get his 12- 
quart pail filled much quicker 
and come back before noon. The 
object of it all was to sell the 
berries, and there were several 
berry buyers near the Powder 
Mills who competed for them. 
Some paid a cent more per quart.

(c) five members of the Carbondale Area Chorus, Miss Maureen Mussari, 
Director; Maribeth Miley and Emmie Merrigan opened the program with a 
performance of "The Star-Spangled Banner"; Diana Garcia and Melissa Hartmann 
sang "Starmaker" from FAME; and Joan Moran sang "All this Time." These 
singers were all accompanied by Miss Mussari on the piano; 

(d) Robert Tomaine read an original essay that he wrote about Carbondale 
entitled "Picture a Small Town." 


—The Pennsylvania Senate and the Pennsylvania House of Representatives 
were both in session on Wednesday morning, which made it impossible for Senator 
Robert J. Mellow and Representative Edward G. Staback to be present in person. 
Both legislators, however, were represented at the Charter Day ceremonies. 
Senator Mellow was represented at these ceremonies by Mr. Thomas Browning, 
who presented the city of Carbondale a framed resolution of congratulations on 
this important day in its history from the Pennsylvania Senate. 

Represenative Staback forwarded a letter of congratulations to the city and this 
letter was read during the ceremonies by John V. Buberniak, First Vice President 
of the Historical Society. 

—Mayor John E. Moran issued an official proclamation during the 
ceremonies and called upon the students, faculty and guests in the high school 
auditorium as well as upon the citizens of Carbondale to recognize and 
commemorate annually, with appropriate ceremonies, this historic day in 
Carbondale's history.

February 21,1989 


The regular monthly meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Carbondale Public Library took place on 
February 21, 1989, beginning at 7:35 P.M. The meeting took 
place in the Board Room on the second floor of the library 
building. Present were: Bob vandenberg, Gloria Wilson, 
Aubrey Staples, Bill Kaufman, David Saint Ledger, Ann 
Muldoon, S. Robert Powell, and Kathryn Race. 

The Secretary read the minutes of the last meeting of 
the Board. It was moved by Gloria Wilson, with a second by 
Bill Kaufman, that the minutes be approved as read and 
placed on file. The motion carried. The Treasurer's Repoert 
was read by Ann Muldoon, due to the illness of James Bums. 
It was moved by Bill Kaufman, with a second by David Saint 
Ledger, that the Treasurer's Report be approved as read and 
placed on file. The motion carried. 

Gloria Wilson said that she would speak with Diane 
Kelly, the mother of Alex Kelly, about the damaged fence 
and its removal from the comer of the Library's property. 
The Kellys have suggested that they would remove and/or 
repair the damaged fence which was the result of an auto 
accident. 

The annual budget meeting was held last Thursday and 
the following persons from the Carbondale Board were 
present: Aubrey Staples, Kathryn Race, Bill Kaufman, Bob 
Vandenberg, Ann Muldoon. They met with Fred Rossetti, 
Matt Flynn and Sally Felix. The County Board is talking of 
granting the libraries in the system a 2-2 1/4% increase for 
1989; the Carbondale Library is asking for 15-20% more than 
last year. The County has determined that the Carbondale 
Library has more full time equivalent positions than any 
other library in the County System. 

On M^ph 13, 1989, at 4:00 P.M., a delegation of 
members of the County Library Board will visit the 
Carbondale Library. The county must accept the fact that 
the Carbondale Library building must be brought up to code 
and we must obtain a Certificate of Occupancy. 

On January 30, 1989, Bob Vandenberg attended the 
second Presidents' meeting. At that meeting the subject of 
the By-Laws of each library was discussed. It was suggested 
that each library insert a clause in its By-Laws protecting 
the Directors from liability suits by members of the public. 
It was also suggested that each library in the system state 
in its By-Laws that it is a not-for-profit corporation. 



Ann Muldoon reported that the insurance for the 
building was budgeted at $2,200 for 1989 (the insurance for 
1988 cost $1921) and that the actual cost will be $2,694.00. 
Ann also reported that Mrs. Prince, former Children's 
Librarian at the Carbondale Library, is now living in 
Philadelphia with Rev. and Mrs. Maloney and Ann has a 
mailing address for Mrs. Prince. 

S. Robert Powell reported that he had borrowed today 
from the Carbondale Library two magazines and brought to 
the attention of the other members of the Board that 
magazines now circulate at the Carbondale Library. S. 
Robert Powell also brought to the attention of the Board (1) 
the fact that an exhibition of Clothing and Fabrics was on 
display at the exhibition galleries of the Historical Society 
in City Hall, and (2) the fact that today, February 21st, is 
Ann Muldoon's birthday. 

Following a discussion of the garbage crisis that is 
confronting America at the present time, S. Robert Powell 
cleared the air by reading the 8-line poem of Robert 
Browning entitled "Song."

ASA ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Report on Business 
conducted at 46th Annual 
Meeting In Vancouver 

The Annual Meeting is the one time 
during the year when the main busi¬ 
ness of the Society can be conducted. I 
should like to report to the member¬ 
ship on the main activities. 

The major non-routine item con¬ 
cerned arrangements for the publica¬ 
tion of the loumal of Aesthetics and 
Art Criticism . At present, the journal 
is published essentially in-house. That 
is, the Editor personally supervises 
several aspects of the production proc¬ 
ess, and the subscription administra¬ 
tion of the journal is handled by the 
National Office. Both Don Crawford 
and myself were not satisfied that in 
house publication was in the best 
interests of the Society, despite the in¬ 
valuable work done to this end by our 
respective predecessors. Accordingly, 
we proposed to the Board in the 
Spring that the Society should draw 
up a tender for the publication of the 
JAAC and invite bids from interested 
publishers. The JAAC unsurprisingly 
turned out to be a highly attractive 
prospect for academic publishers, and 
several bids were received. Wlale each 
jnvolved charging the Society a man¬ 
agement fee for publishing services, 
the savings to the Society from a re¬ 
duced level 

of operations in both the Editorial and 
National Office exceed this manage¬ 
ment fee. The contracting out of the 
publication is therefore financially 
profitable to the Society as well as re¬ 
ducing wear and tear on the Society's 
officers. To qualm any fears, let me 
emphasize that the tender made it per¬ 
fectly dear that ownership and total 


editorial control of the JAAC remains 
with the Scdety, and administration 
of membership, as opposed to institu¬ 
tional subscriptions, also remains with 
us in Edmonton. You will therefore 
continue to receive threatening letters 
from Edmonton for dues, while your 
institutional library will be dealing 
elsewhere, it was dear that the two 
most attractive bids were from the 
University of Wisconsin Press and 
Basil Blackwell Ltd. Each represented 
different advantages to the Society. 



After much discussion between Don 
Crawford and me before Vancouver 
and at the budget Committee and 
Trustees' meeting, a motion to appoint 
the University of Wisconsin Press as 
publishers on behalf of the Sodety and 
the loumal of Aesthetics and Art 
Criticism was unanimously approved 
by the trustees. For independent rea¬ 
sons, it was also decided to change the 
publication schedule for the journal to 
a calendar year basis. Accordingly, 
Vol.47 No.l, Spring 1989, will be the 
first issue produced by the new pub¬ 
lisher. There are some final contractual 
details still to be settled with the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin Press, but we ex¬ 
pect a formal contract to be signed by 
the end of the year. We are all eagerly 
awaiting the new era. 

I was able to report as Treasurer a 
very healthy financial position for the 
Society. We estimate our net worth on 
December 31st 1988 to be 


approximately $240,000. Of this figure, 
approximately $170,000 represents an 
endowment, which, by formal resolu¬ 
tion of the Trustees, cannot be applied 
to normal operating revenue. The re¬ 
mainder will cover commitments in 
the 1988 budget which will by that 
date not yet have been presented for 
payment, and a surplus to be carried 
forward to 1989. The Trustees ap¬ 
proved expenditures of approximately 
$86,000 for 1989, which represents 90% 
of estimated income, again according 
to a formal policy approved by the 
Tmstees.
